Tue Tragedy of Venice Preserved was produced here !ast night 
with considerable novelty of cast, Jafier and Pierre being represent- 
ed, for the first time, by Mr. Serle and Mr. Warde. Mrs. Sloman 
also made her debut for the season, as Belvidera, aud acquitted her- 
self with much credit. Her performance throughout was highly re- 
spectable—her mad-scene may justly ciaim stronger commendation ; 
we have seldom seen it better played. Mr. Warde, as Pierre, has 
again added to his previous reputation ; it was a most spirited per- 
formance in every part ; his declamation was grand ard impressive— 
his sarcasm pointed and severe, and he rendered the scene with the 
conspirators completely effective. The ebaracter of Pierre is more 
decidedly adapted to his talents than any which he has hitherto at- 
tempted. Of Mr. Scrle’s Jaffer we are compelled to speak with the 
warmest approbation. On his first appearance in Hamlet, we were 
not much impressed in his favor; but his representation of Jaffer 
has entirely redeemed him with us, and Mr. Serle need take little 
heed of critics, or criticism, when he performs with such vigour and 





propriety as he last night exhibited. In his Jaffer there was 
impulse, energy, end passion, expressed with boldness, under the 


guidance of a severe and matured judgment. The curse on Priuli, 
and his delivery of Belvidera to the conspirators, would have been 
triumphs to any actor, and were enthusiastically applauded. He is 
no ordinary acquisition to our dramatic foree, and his successes 
are secured by legitimate means ; his style is chaste and graceful— 
his concept on and reading extremely corect, and his voice, though 
not of great power, is modulated with skill, and, in its tender or 
plantive notes, is extremely beautiful. On a former occasion we did 
him much wrong, and judged too hastily of his powers, and we very 
readily make the acknowledgment, although it may expose us to the 
imputation of doing Lima tardy justice, after pablic opinion has been 
loudly prononneed iv his favor.—The house was uncommonly well at- 
tended, and we never saw Venice Preserved go off with greater effect.
